orderly conduct while drunk and was

The charge* were the

Sunday 
1 night. 
To begin with. Tucker went into 


Stephenson s> Vi UK feiore, on the coi- 
ner of Craghefld and Main streets o 
Sunday afternoon partly under the 
influence of whiskey and remained 


, there for two hours or more, it Is 
siiid 
That merht when time came to 


close the place Tucker was asked to 
vacate and after some little persuasion 
agreed to leave 
After the door was 


locked, Tucker returned and annoyed 
the employes on the inside by rattling 
and pushing1 it for quite a while and 
-an 
officer was called, O S Mayberry 
answrin? the call. 
The officer re- 
'monstrated with Tucker 
and asked 


hiro to go home but the latter refused 
to listen and became abusive, where- 
upon the officer tr.ied to arrest him. 
This enraged Tucker and he resisted 
and tried to break away from May- 
berry but the officer secured a lirm 
grip in his coat 
A scuffle ensued 
during which Mayberry found it nec- 
essary to deputize a citizen but when 
Tucker swung a blow at the citizen 
he departed. 
It is understood that the reason 
Tucker 
resented being arrested 
by 


Mayberr> was because he (Tucker) 
is in sympathy with the oposite fac- 
tion to that -which Mayberry is said 
to belong to, which was plainly show n 
in the 
recent 
ln\ estimation by 
the 


Police Commission. 
A large crowd had gathered by this 
time. 
Mayberry was making every 


effort to take charge of Tucker while 
his prisoner was trying J'-ist as haid 
to free himself 
The scuffle lasted for 


fully fifteen minutes during which 
time the men were first on on Side 
of the street and then on the other, 
at one time blocking a street car for 
several minutes 
Thfe spectators were 


amused so long as there seemed to be 
no danger of either one being hurt. 
Finally the performance ended when 
Police Officer J 
C- Reynolds arrived 
and assisted Mai berry in taking the 
prisoner to the courthouse. 
It is said 
that Tucker again became abusne to 
the officers in the police station. 
He was placed in jail where he re- 


mained only a few minutes

NEW 
TORK, March 
7.—Twelve 


thousand 
suicides 
throughout 
the 


country were brought to the atten- 
tion of the Save a Life League during 
1921. according o a report made pub- 
lic today by Dr. Henry M. Warren, 
president of the league. 


Of this number 8,410 were males 


The oldest suicide was 100 years old 
and the youngest five. 


According to the report a large in- 


surance company has compiled fig- 
ures showing that suicides In 1921 
Increased 23 per cent over 1920. 


"The great crime wave of 1921," 


continues the report, "includes what 
has been called an epidemic of wife 
murder and suicide. There were 1.- 
200 mn and women who, before kill- 
ing themselves, murdered more than 
^,000 other peoplel, one man ha\mg 
flrst killed 10 


"But such conditions as we have to- 


day always exifet during the reaction 
which follows every war. Hence, 
there Is nothing permanent or \ery 
tlarming in this sudden increase of 
*elf-murder

Peace Treaty b 


Holding Big Job 


(By The Associated Press.) 


TASHKENT. Turkestan, March 8 
—The political destinies of the Soviet 
governments here are controlled by 
Adolph A. Joffe, signer of the Brest- 
Litovsk treaty by which Russia with- 
drew from the \vorld war and former 
Russian Soviet ambassador to Berlin. 
(It was recently annonced officially 
that he would be one of the Russian 
Soviet delegates to the Genoa confer- 
ence.) 


Joffe is the chief of a central com- 
mittee of five. One of his duties is 
to put into effect Moscow's instruc- 
tions regarding relations with Aman- 
ullan Khan, the young and 
active 
Emir of Afghanistan and pretender 
to the Moslem Caliphate, now held by 
the Sultan at Constantinople. 
Tho Emir of Bokhara has fled to 
Afghanistan, the Khan of Khiva is in 
prison at Moscow and the Soviets are 
strengthening their power by at- 
tempting to build up the small land- 
lords at the expense of the old and 
wealthy class which has well nigh 
disappeared. 
Despite the absence 
of medicines 
and the ravages of a severe typhus 
epidemic, Turkestan is, barring the 
Ukraine, the richest of Russian pro- 
vinces 
or 
subsidiary governments 


and efforts are being made to In- 
crease the cotton crop, which for- 
merly supplied half the mills of 
Great Russia. 


The rice and wheat crop were 


fairly good last year and if good this 
year large supplies may be sent to 
Russia's famine regions.

First-class animals, such as 
crack "muehers" pride themselves on 
keeping, are hard to get at any price 
and when 
obtainable, cost 
several 


hundred dollars, or as much as a 
good horse In the South. Scarcity ot 
dogs, it is said, is due to the neglect 
of breeding stock by the Indians.
